jo This being an Age fo ſubject to Di- 
Jviſton and Subtlety, and fo full of con- 
4 tention, between Intereſt and Truth, 
[Ignorance and — Purity aud 
[Impurity z and r- r -e all I oyalry and 
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Rebelhon; I made a particular conf 
deration of this Eloquent Opiniatd 
and finding him depend very much 
his Oratory, and perſwading himſc 
to be abſolutely and uncontrollab! 
Doctrinal, that I might the better be i 
formed what ſuch aims propoſed, an 
Conceits effected by other publick Hi 
ro's, almoſt of this nature : I con(ulte 
with my (elf what Lives I had read; 
preſently remembred Plutarch, and 1 
him, the Life of Cicero ; one that ha 
as good an Opinion of himſelt,as he tha 
calls himſelf the Little Bell of Warwick 
or the late Phyſecian at Jamaica 3 I fell t 
the peruling the Hiſtory of that general 
ly admir'd Man of Eloquence, whereit 
I collect, he far ſurpaſt Mr. $tubbe in Wit 
and attain'd that Honour I fear he wi 
never reach, and that 1s, by the Oratio 
and Applauſe of his good friend Cato 
the People decreed him to be call'd Fa 
ther of the Country, it being a name nevet 
21ven to any before him;though it ſeem 
this unſuitable and ſublime degree, dic 
him no kindneſs afterwards, as the Hi 
{tory tells : And in ſome other _

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{ he was very commendable, as he' gave 


himſelf to all kind of knowledge whyt- 
ſoever, and th&e was no Art, nor any 
of the Liberal Sciences that he it- 
dained; And 'tis ſaid likewiſe, he freely 
cxtolled all Authors that were beforc 
him, to that in theſe kinds of ingenuity 
he much tranſcended his Diſciple S1tmbbe, 
who directly oppoſes hin in a contra- 
ry courſe, by not only reviling and 
withſtanding the - only Eligible - and 
Available art in the World, which is 
Chymiſtry; but condemning and cruci- 
on all Axthor; whatſoever, living or 

= not of his own lazy Tribe : And 
ſometimes he did a little good to his 
Country, and ſuch like, although it was 
in tendency to his own private deſign 3 
and that I doubt is more then ever Cam- 
panel] will do upon any deſign at all : 
But in many qualifications elſe, I thimk 
Cicero and the Medicus may very well 
matcht, and (o its poilible, the Reader 
will conclude, when the obſervations | 
have made, are clearly and truly 


weighed. 


B 4 For 
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For I obſerve, this Roman was very 
high and ambitious, recenting many 
good and meritorious thoughts of him- 
(elf; His mtereſt was dear to him, for 
he would undertake any cauſe to be do- 
ing 3 He was a Poet, an Oratorr, a Lyar, 
Mercenary, a Soldier, a Polititian, a Phi- 
loſopher, Spightful and Aalitions, and 
indeed any thing ; till at laſt he knew 
not what to be, and (© fell miſerably to 
nothing, This being ſome of that ac- 
count given by Plutarch of him, I muſt 
leave the intelligible and knowing to 
judge, wherein he paralels ſome of his 
Diſciples amonglt us ; but to pleaſure 
my Reader, I wil] recite ſome eminent 
marks of this fam'd Oratour, menti- 
on'd: by his Hiſtorian, and for brevity 
ſake but a few. 

That this popular Man of Rome was 
Ambitious, and harbour'd many high 
fancies of himſelf, thinking much better 
then he did really, or the People of 
that City in ſeveral ations believe he 
deſerv'd, evidently appears by this re- 
cital: For being concern'd to plead a 
cauſe for ſome young Gentlemen of 

Rome 
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Rome that were accuſed for faults com- 
mitted in the Wars againſt their Honour 
and Martial Diſcipline ( and (ent back, 


to Sicily) he defended them ſo, that} 
they were pardoned : Therenpor, (laith* 


the Hiſtory) thinking well of himelf, 
when his time was expired, he went to 
Rome 3 and by the way, this jest hapned 
unto him. As he paſſed through the 
Country of Campania ( otherwiſe called 
the Land of Labour) he met by chance 
one of the chiefef# Romaines of all hjs 
Friends : $0 falling in talk, with him, 
he asked him, what they faid of him at 
Rome, and what they thought of his do- 
* ings © imagining that all Rome had been 
full of the Glory of his name and deeds. 
His Friend asked bim again, and where 
haſt thou been Cicero all this while, that 
we have not ſeen thee at Rome ? This 
kill'd his heart ſtreight, when be ſaw 
that the report of his name and doings, en- 
tring into the City of Rome as into an 
infinite Sea,was ſo ſuddenly vanifhed away 
again, without any other fame or ſpeech. 
But after that, when he looked into 
himſelf, and ſaw that in reaſon he took, 
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an infinite labour in hand to attain Glory, 
wherein he ſaw no certain end whereby to 
attain unto it : it cut off a great part of 
the ambition he had in his head. And 
yet the great pleaſure he took to hear his 
own praiſe, and to be overmuch given to 
defire of honour and eſtimation : Thoſe 
two things continued with him even to 
his dying day, and did ever and anon 
make hiz: ſwerve from Juſtice. 

So that the Reader may ſee how ſmal] 
occaſion, and mean matter, tempted 
Cicero to ſwell in conceit, and to believe 
ſuch publick praiſes were due, and at- 
tributed to him, which in reality were 
not ; And [ am apt to fancy, our Tick-* 
ling Champion at Warwick will be ſome- 
what hereby reſembled, when I conſi- 
der the ſeveral Bravado's his Papers 
record; As when he rejoyces to think 
what a brave commendable attempt he 
hath put himſelf-in abuſing the Royal 
Society, Ingenuity, and all ingenious and 
good Men; pretending what univerſal] 
encouragement and Bay's he 1s like to 
receive, not only from his Patrons and 
Stipendaries, but many Gentlemen of 
Quality 
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Quality, when from the reception of a 
ſingle Letter, he preſently ' tells the 
World; That he is pleafed ( forſboth ) 
to underſtand, that ſo many ſerious and 
real Patriots of this Kingdom do approve, 
ot only of his undertaking the Royal $9- 
ciety, but of his performances t "vein - 
And what doth all this great be _m 
Plurality, that clap him on the - ack; 
and ſpit in his Mouth , amount tc,1*: 
ſurely but a —— paucity, for | cannot 
find them to be above two or three, as 
Sir — This; and Mr. — That; whoſe 
names he mentions not, yet it may be 
in his writings, he may tell you of one 
or two more 3; Burt TI ſhall not trouble 
my ſelf to (eek a Needle in a Bottle of 
Hay, without 1t were of more conſe 
quence, to peruſe a long chain of con- 
fus'd Languages, and falſities which I 
acknowledge 1s beyond my Genirs to 
comprehend, neither do [ defire it : 
It is enough for me to underſtand, 
what I have undertook, and if in any 
reaſonable degree I acquit that, T have 
ſufhcient ground to be ſatisfied ; That 
Mr. $tubbe 1s as true in one thing as ano- 
ther ; 
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ther; as uncertain and double as the 
Oracle of Apollo: And that he that 
lories of being Phyſician at Jamaica, 
lignified as little there as he doth here, 
ſothat T hope the next voyage hemakes 
will be to more purpoſe. 
And in another extaſie our Medicus 
1s ve”y merry, and (ſays ina Letter to his 


_ Friend concerning the Virt#oſo's, Thus, 


% 


\ —T know a Gentleman who in the Wars rd 
freland, at one blow cut off a Mans head, 
(I hope it was not Mr. Stzbbe) and the 
headleſs Trunck, clappd Spurs to the 
Horſe ſides, and' rid about Ten Tards 
efter; Truly I very much doubt the 
Champion of Warwick,, whatever he 
thinks, hath given no ſuch fatal blow : 
Bur he proceeds, and ſalutes his Friend 
in this manner, -— Let theſe Looſers talk 
a little, and then retire and work — and 
endeauonr to regain. their Credit, which I 
think is irrecoverably loſt, if others by my 
example will purſue their failings. Ts 
well ſaid Mr. $tubbe, what ſentiments I 
have made by the way, in the behalf 
of the Royal Society, are but the 
thoughts ofa Woman, ſo that I leave the 
Learned 
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Learned to defend themſelves: And 
ſhall only repeat what is to my pur- 
poſe, and that is, I think Mr. $txbbe 
wants no Opinion of himſelt, which 
will more eſpecially appear when I have 
remarked one rapture more of Is, and 
indeed that 1s ſo profound, that I ſhall 
ſpare him im reciting any more of that 
kind now : It is to be tound in his rare 
Jewel revivd, called Campanella ; 
where, mn his Epiſtle to the Reader, 
amougſt other abuſes of better Men 
then himſelf, ſcolding againſt the Yir- 
tuoſo's ; And it being objected, that his 
Writings againſt one of them, con- 
tained little of matter ; To this Mr. 
Stubbe humbly anſwers, That they con- 
tain enoueh to have made Twenty V irtuo- 
ſo's famous, and would have acquired 
them a memorial of ingenious and noble 
experimentators : they contain enough to 
ſhew the ignorance of that perſon — They 
contain enough: ſince they contain more 
then they all knew — O prodigious ! 
Now whether Mr. $t»bbe be not as con- 
ceited in this particular as ever Cicero 
was, I muſtleave to thoſe that are pro- 
per to judge Be- 
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Beſides, 1f I thought I might not too 
much intrude on Mr. Stubbe ; I would 
be his beſt Friend, and tell him without 
any flattery ; if he demanded the ſame 

ueſtion of me, that his Maſter Cicero 
ask'd of his chief Roman Friend, I 
would thus anſwer, Where hath Mr. 
Stubbe lived all this while ? at Jamaica; 
or Where are his famous works extant, 
and victorious Books expoſed to Sale ? 
for | am inform'd, the Author himſelf, 
with moſt Book-ſellers 1n this City, 1s 


not known ; and the Beoks themſelves 


ſcarce withany to be had; fo that Iam 
ſatisfied, the Generality of this King- 
dom never heard his name, much leſs 
ſaw him ; In ſum, I perceive the Phyſe- 
cian at Warlhick 1s not that man of Fame 
he takes himſelf to be: but if not- 
withſtanding this, he is reſolv'd to con- 
clude his own Acts Superlative, I muſt 
like a kind Friend tell him again ; they 
mult then be heretofore acquired by his 
Neutrality at beſt, not by is Loyalty, 
or late Conqueſt of the Chymiſts, or 
Royal Society. 


And 
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And whether I have not now, ſome 
propable reaſon to imagine, that A+. 
Stubbe 1s kewiſe decerved, in his defired 
Popularity, as much as ever, his Ro- 
mane Maſter was; I ſhall afſlign to the 
ſame Judgment I have already choſen : 
But I have been much longer on this Pa- 
ralel then I intended, and therefore 
leaſt I weary my Readers, as the A/edicys 
hath done his; I muſt onut many of thoſe 
places I deligned to accomodate the 
Reader withall, and refer him to the Ge. 
neral account of Cicero's lite, deſcribed 
| byPlatarch, and only mention theſe tol- 
lowing. | 

That this Roman Wit was not ex- 
empted, from Mercenary actions, ( as 
well as pride, ) taking arfy cauſe in hand 
todefend for advantage; Appears in the 
buſineſs of Yerres, and in the cauſe of 
Milo, who murder'd Clodixs; As like- 
wiſe, in the caſe of Munatizs, and of 
Marcss Craſſus; the pallages of thele two 
laſt being ſhort, and pertinent enough; I 
will relate, as 'tis expreſt in his life: 
when on a time, Cicero had Pleaded Mu- 
natius's Cauſe before the Judges,who ſhortly 


after 
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after accuſed Sabinus a friend of his-: he 
was ſo angry with him, that he told him, 
what Munatius, ha$# thou forgotten that 
thou wert diſcharged the laſt day of thine 
Accuſation , not for thine Innocency, but 
for a mi$t T caſt before the Judg's eyes, that 
made them they could not diſcern the de- 
fault ? 
Another time alſo, having openly praiſed 
M. Crafius i the Pulpit, with good audi- 
ence of the people : ſhortly aſter he ſpake to 
the contrary, all the evil he could of him, 
in the ſame place. Why, how now ſaid 
Craſſus : didſt thou not thy ſelf highly 
praiſe me in this place the laſt day? Tcan- 
zot deny it, ſaid Cicero: but indeed Ttook 
an ill matter in hand, to ſhew mine Elo- 
quence. F 
Now, whether our Campanel at War- 
wick, , be herein exemplified, or any 
wayes concern'd in ſuch projects as 
theſe; it belongs to the ingenious Chy- 
miſts, and Virtuoſi to decide, being moſt 
able, experimentally to diſcern things 
of this nature as well as others ; But I 
muſt conſels, in that ſlender judgment I 
have his papers, and general abuſes de- 
ſigned 
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hgned there 3 renders him to me as 


much a Juggler as an Opiniator, 


Cicero Was at one time a Poet too, 
but, it ſeems that was but of the age of 
a xr{hroozr, and of no longer date, then 
Afr. Stubbs his works, as ſubject to fate, 
as nis Viper-catcker, and more mortal 
than himtelt ; in ſum, extinct as ſoon as 
written. 

Plit 1»: Fi in the life Or Antonius, IC 
proves this great Poet for lying, m ma- 
liciou:ly acculing Axtonins, aiftirming 
him to be the Author of the crve] Wars

I 
have nam'd him, with as Famous a man 
as him(elt, which is a civility beyond 
his merit 3 And although many of this 
Romans actions are 1ll Prelidents, and 
ſome differ from the ſtation and decree 
of a common Subject, and ſ{onot reſpect

He deſcended from a Gencrous Fany- 
ly, and Hcir to no Iefs Fortune in the 
Kingdem cf Ireland, bur his Fathers 
Death leaving him in Minority, and 
ſubje& to the injury and misfortune, 
the Second Marriage of his Mother con- 
tracted, and after the Diſtraction and 

Trou- 
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Troubles in that Nation compleated, 
he was Ev this means deprived of the 
orcateſt part of his Right and Inhert- 
tance, a damage not inconliderable. 

He became after a Servant to his late 
Sacred Aajesly, and now Glorious St. 
King Charles the I. his Royal Maſter 
being not long after Murdered, he was 
then obnoxious to the lot of the baniſh- 
cd, opprefied and perſecuted, at that 
time the ſignal of Loyalty and Obedi- 
CNCC. 

Upon this Rebellion and Contuſion, 
he going, over beyond Sea, was after- 

wards imploy'd in the management. of 
ſome affairs of his Royal Maſter His Ma- 
zeſty that now is: Thole being at an 
end there, he came back privately into 
Fneland, where he was not a little Ser+ 
viceable to the Great ones of his Royal 
Maſters party, &c. by which occation 
he was never an hour ſafe, or free from 
impriſonment, loſſes, and dangers of 
Lite; and toavoid theſe, he needed no 
command to remove him from one place 
to another ; for that he was forc't to 
do, no place, though never ſo ſecret, 
was 


often, much leſs. 

He was impriſon'd ſometimes fix 
Months, ſometimes Two and Twenty, 
other times bound to a certain limit,and 
daily and hourly attendance of the 
moſt notorious Committces, an«l that 
for a year and more together. 

To add to theſe kinds of perſecuti- 
ons, and to obtain their Bloody ends, 
my Mother was likewiſe impriſon'd, 
and kept a clbſe Priſoner for many 
Months. 

This being too little, my Father was 
afterwards again ſecur'd, and examine 
by Oliver himſelf, and his and at 
that time condemned upon this conch- 
r1o0n, That he ſhould either make fuch 
diſcovcrics as they propoſed, or dye;

Royal Society, he is pleaſed thus, civilly 
to expreſs himſelf, at firſt they (meaning 
the A. FS. _) would have incorporated 
the Colledge of Phiſtians into their S0- 
ciety; but that the prudent and grave did 
decline : then they promoted the Anti-Col- 
ledge of Pſeudo-Chymilts, encouraging O 
Dowde, and his ignorant Adhberents in 
oppoſition to the Phigtians; and this js 
not more Notorious to the World, than it 
zs alſo that thoſe obje@ions with which M. 
N. and other ®uack-ſalvers amuſe the Age, 
were ſuggeſted unto them by the Virtaoli, 
and derived their repute from them. 
Thus I perceive, any language is ſui- 
table enough for Mr. Stubbs his mouth) 
any falſhood ſor the ſubjett of his pen 3 
and in this kind, 1 believe his malicious 
ſupporters hath took a Gradual defen-

der, becauſe he can write and athrm a- 
ny thing, and hath folly enough to be- 
leve he can perſwade the world with 
his own pleaſure : But 'tis time ſuch a 
(cribler were checkt in his Race; there- 
fore as to the firſt, and laſt paiſages of 
this Campanels accutation, 'tis not my 
buſineſs to meddle with ; but belicve 
them as much of Goſpel truth as the 0- 
ther : As forthenarure. of the Chynrical 
Colledge, called by him,the Anti-Colledge, 
by the Relation [ have cited, the Rea- 
der may ſatisfy himſelf of the fair Caſe, 
progreſs, and promotion therein; and 
of the wilful and cunning miſtake of 
the Reipublck pretender Famous Cam- 
panel/a, and ſee what fancies he is forc'd 
to create and juſtifhic; to patch up: his 
Bleeding cauſe : Theſe are thoſe Gentle- 
men and Perſons of Honour, M. S»bbe 
out of the extratt of his Jamaica Man- 
ners, impudently calls 7gorant adbe- 
rents : But let who will be the encou- 
ragers; and if the Royal Society had 
been the Promoters of this Noble Aim, 
& happineſs too great for this King- 

om hitherto to enjoy ) can the Medicus 
flatte 
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flatter himſelf, it is ſo mean a deſi 
as not to be own'd ; But laying ade 
this ſuppoſition, -He ſees it hath been 
owned and ſubſcribed by as good and 
honourable Adherents as any of his, 
and I believe will he by more 3; though 


he dares {tile them but becauſe he 
hath becn Sir H. Y's Servant, perhaps 
he thinks he may (ay any thing. 

And I muſt further take liberty to 
tell the Campanet/, that his Friend 
0 Dowde was not to be incouraged or 
put upon any attempt by the Royal $0- 
ciety, or elſe, (though Stubbe was by 
.is Maſter Y.) he was not ſatisfied in his 
own Conſcience, was juſt, eminently ad- 
vantagious, and proper for the Good 
of the Nation : No, fince Campanel 
will have it, I will tell him Mr. 0 Dowdes 
realons for his particular engagement in 
this buſineſs ; *T was not becauſe he op- 
poſed the method and foundation of 
true Learning, as this Sophiſter would 
idly impoſe, and fooliſhly inſinuate : 
But becauſe Learning was made a Cloak 
to yail Ignorance, and cover Lazineſs, 
Learning was not ſuffered to anſwer its 


rrue 
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true ends, which all defire ;- Mcn boaſt- 
ed of Letters, but underſtood not Me- 


dicines 3 Words were the perfettion of 


their Stuchies,not ſalutary Deeds the re- 
ſult of their Practice : 'Twas becauſe 
he ſaw the preſent Age Janguiſh with 
inſupportable and grievous Diſeales 3 
and Poſterity like to be much more ; 
out of aſl hopes incurable, and not to 
be remedied by Vulgar Quacks : He 
ſaw neither the gexerons ' Medicaments 
of H. Stubbe at Warwick, nor yet his 
Lancet, ſignifying any thing to the 


remedy and prevention of theſe great. 


improving Calamitics: He ſaw the 
Common Art of Phyſick impotent and 
weak, and not able to anſwer its own 
delign, nor the promiſe of the Artiſt : 
He ſaw poor Creatures kept a year, 
two, three ſometimes, under the man- 
agement of Campanel/s ignorant adhe- 
rents, and ſuch — pretenders to that 
they never underſtood, without any 
other benefit then torture and EXPCNCe : 
And at laſt the once clouded, butnow 
bright and admir'd Chymical Medi- 
cines, were forc'd in a few days, or 
weeks 
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weeks to be the reſtorer: He (aw it 
was not in the power of Stubbe, or his 
Method, to attam thoſe Medicines ne- 
ceſſity required, and the high degree 
of Chymiitry producd. Theole ( and 
many more) it Mr. Medicys will have 
me inform the World, whether } will 
or no, were the jult occaſional Dictates 
of Mr. 0 Dowdes embracing this Ho- 
nourable, and now only dclirable pro- 
motion, and no other. 

So that having plain enough diſto- 
vered this publick Aflertion of Camp.- 
ell, to be one of his juggling dif: 
guiſes, and miſ-repreſentments, I ſhall 
notneed to trouble my ſelf more -here- 
in, then to conclude, when I (ee a Man 
dare queſtion the Actions of his Prince, 
I muſt believe, That Man dare ſay any 
thing ; nay, for ought I know, do any 
thing. 
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An account of Mr. O Dowdes Pra@ice 
and Aſſiſtance in the lat great Plagne, 
and of his Death therein. 


Il ſhall now proſecute my promiſe, in 
giving a Relation of ſome further 
account of my Father, of his Practice 
in the late great Plague, and his Death 
therein; and trace Mr. $trbbe in ſome 
other of his malicious (uggeſtions and 
ſubtlety ; for I perceive he is well skill'd 
in the Art of Legerdemaine 3 And do 
believe he depended ( by the freedom 
he ufeth) too much on the Common 
Proverb, $7 toitque F Arbre eſt tombe 
chacun ſe rune deſſus, or elle I can never 
imagine he would have ſo Romancingly 
abus'd himſelf, and his Readers ; but if 
that be his concluſion, 'twill be more 
Wiſdom for him to decline, for he will 
- be much deceived i any wiſhes or 
hopes of that kind. 

Asto the general fame, and conſtant 
daily faccels of my Fathers Chymical 
Afedicines to his death ;, ſatisfactorily 
prevailing without any compariſon, far 
beyond 


— 
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beyond the Common Pradticers, and 
their Abilities; notwithſtanding the 


Wiles and Hocws Milts of Stubbe, and 


ſuch — is ſo well known, I need not 
add any confirmation 3; and by his own 
Printed Book,,, and his private Notes and 
Manuſcripts I have by me, will eaſily 
ſatisfie : Beſides, the A7-dicines have 
ever fince juſtified, and are till alive to 
juſtifie themſelves ; which to humour 
Mr. Stubbe ſhall hereafter appear : But 
in ſaying this, I am put in mind, That 
I have becn ſeveral times inform'd, that 
the Book of my Father, the Title 
whereof was, The Poor Aſars Phyſtcian, 
&c. hath been much deſired, and ſought 
after ever ſince his Death; And the 
Book-ſeller preſſing for it , I thought 
proper by the way to give notice, That 
his Book will be revived ( at leiſure ) 
by a Gentleman to whom all my Fathers 
Chymical and Medicinal Secrets and 
Preparations were' Communicated. 

But as to my Fathers Progreſs and 
Adminiſtration from the beginning of 
that great Affliction the Peſz, untill his 
death, I ſhall inform the Cyrioxs in what

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1s neceſſary ; but in order thereunto, 
and in tendency to explain and anſwer 
another on-(et and vain Collection of 
the fallacious and infinuating Champion 
at Warwick, | mult beg leave to mark 
one diſgmted Rapture of his more, 
which 1s this tollowing. 

In his Reply to Dr. Thoxpſor, where- 
m he ſpends in one place of that Book, 
a whole fide of Paper to tell the World 
the meaning of a black ſtroak 3 
The ſum of which 1s no more, then to 
make known what envy he bears to 
ugenious Men 5 Among(t other od1ous, 
and contemptible, idle, fooliſh Stutlc, 
exclaiming againſt Paracelſus, Helmont, 
and a great many more hard Names, of 
(I prefume) famous Chymiſts, cruci- 
tying thcm with ungentleman-like Lan- 
guage, ( and indeed thereby princi- 
pally forfeiting his own credit, and a- 
buling himlelt ) tclling us, That Hel- 
mont could not cure a Feaver, He was not 
kyown in the Street where he Livud, be- 
canſe Mr. Strbbes, his Brother = 
could not find him by once asking for 
him, (the Myſtery of which being a

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very good one, as I have heard related 
by as great Travellers as the Jamaica 
Phyſician, | inall anon ifiform the Rea- 
der ) endeavouring to make them as 
odious, as he hath made lumſclt with 
ſuch entertainments ; which it tizolc be 
the Glory of Weſtmizſter-ſchool, the 
pertection of an Univerſity Nians [ tear 
in time the Capancl/ may have more 
reaſon for his ſuggeſtions, then now he 
hath, 

He at Jaſt, that he might ſay ſome- 
thing more, particularly to gratifie his 
Malters, though to little purpolc, ſays — 
Mr. O Dowde did pretend to as eveat 
Arcana as any of the ratermity : (what- 
ever he pretended, hc had nmuch more 
reaſon for his pretence, tlicn you have 
for yours. ) God h-1d been pleaſed to com- 


Trrmumnicate into him 4 Mcthod in the Plague, 


to preſerve Thouſands from the Grave, 
which he promiſed to adminiſter publickly 
and freely to all that did deſgre it. Thus 
is true, and the only truth I find in lus 
Papers in what 1s proper for my capa- 
ity. Tet did he and his Wife die thereof 


# 1665, This I darc not ſay, becaule I 
think 
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think the contrary : But what then ? 
juſt nothing. For Mr. Stubbe will find, 
this Plot will vaniſh without any advan- 
tage to his Maſquerading Cauſe, or the 
noiſe he would make about Shadows 
and Nut-ſhells. 

To which end, I ſhall give my Fa- 
thers own words, and the whole Para- 
graph, as 'tis wrote 1N his Book. Thus, 

As to the Plaene ( which there hath 
been yet No mention ) TI hope God sS AJer- 
cy 7s ſuch to ws, there may newer be ocs 
caſion for experiment 11 that hind e Brit 
if OHY ſuns ſhall at any time draw down 
that rr upon #5, T ſhall not doubt, 
by that Method which Gad hath been 
pleas'd to Communicate to me, to preſerve 
Thouſands from the Grave ; and in that 
Confidence to adminiſter freely and pub- 
lickly to all that ſball aejirc it, not cx- 
cepting thoſe perſons or places, where other 
Phyſicians of the dull Road would be a- 
fraid to ſhew themſelves. 

Theſe are the very exprettions; And 
let the Malice or Maske of Mr. $tubb 
and ſuch — make the moſt on't. Tet 
did he — dye thereof, {aith the Grave 
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Medicys, but he is loath to tell the 
World how many Lives he ſaved before 
his Death 5 and how many were pre- 
ſerv'd after by his Medicines, 'tis like, 
that enquiry was not pertinent to his 
purpole 3 He 3s glad he dyed thereof. 
And now pray what is herein con- 
tained, but what any ingenious and able 
Phylician, that was Malter of the Me- 
dicines he was, might ſay and intend? 
what 1s hercin faid, but what was ſuit- 
ably pertorm'd? And what is herein 
propos d, that was not in a proportion- 
able meaſure veritied 2 And when all 
this 1s {ard, the ſevereſt conſtruction 
will bear, That ke owns himſelf a Mor- 
tal Man, not an Immortal God ; one 
that reſolved as much as in him lay, to 
reheve and ſerve the Country, not to 
deſtroy 1t. But it {eems 'tis the Me- 
thod of $tubbe, and ſuch — when they 
cannot Eclipte the Fame and Verit ot 
any Man jutt];, they catch hold of eve- 
ry ſmall matter, wherchy they may 
raiſe a Viſt to blind the World, and 
ſtifle Ingenuity, Charitv, and al! good 
and laudabl- Actions. 
| o And 
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And that Mr. $tubbe may be the bet- 
ter inform'd, or rather the World; 

That this Chymric cal Phyſician ( who 1s 
ſo much a Mote in his Eye, and would 
have been a 6eam if he hadliv'dto this 
day,) did not decline his Charity, n- 
validate his Medicines, or revolt from 
his promiſe, in aſliſting to his utmoſt 
this City and Suburbs, im that great and 
Jamentable Extremity, not to be ex- 
preſt by rhe Tonguc of 2 Cicero, or the 
Pen cf a Fomer When the Medicus 
and his CEmeron s Me dicartents fled ; and 
at a time too, there was ſo much proof 
for ſuch a vapouring Champion, and hu- 
merous Lieuterazrt : That was a time 
the Camparell would have been rung 3 
Then Mr. $1#4be might have ſeen the 
Proverb 1n its exaltation, A voinrd huy 
en chere, damuin en biere « Then he 
might have ſeen words and Phlcboto- 
my were the leaſt of valuc, and leſs of 
uſe, in curing a Diſeaſe. And then he 
might likewiſe have been ſatisfied, 'ris 
as caſter matter to Prate and Scribble of 
the Peſt, then to Cure it.

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T fhall mention what I ſaw, and was 
an Eve-witneſs to1, being conſtantly 
with my Father mm moſt of his Admini- 
ſtrations and Vilits at Peſt=houſes, and 
elſe, tothe time of his death, and after 
continued his Medicine e, and my Aflt- 
ſtance to (near) the end of that ne- 
ver to be torgotten Calamitv. 

He was concern'd in the Recover) 
ot many Peſt-fich Patients, long before 
it broke out : The approaching Flame 
being'a long time forciten by lam, be 
fore it arriv'd to any conſiderable ap- 
pearance, or generally belicy'd. Put 
the Summer following, b: eng 1665. 
there needed no Conlultation for the 
knowledge of that devouring Ditea{e, 
although there did tor the Cure. The 
Signs were evident, the Peop!e without 
much Oratory ealily convinc'd, an nat 
by woful experiment; the Zows ticn 
being haſtily lefi by Phyſicians, as well 
as Patients, for they prudent) !y conti- 
der'd, 'twasnot Civil to ſend their Patt- 


ents in the Copntry, and not attend 
them themſelves. 
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The Sickxeſs coming on a pace, my 
Father continued to give his hourly 
help to all that deſired it, and omitted 
no place, perſon, nor opportunity what- 
ſoever, where he might perſonally affiſt 
or faccour . both in Town and out; 
nor refuſed any condition nor occaſli- 
on, wherein his perſon was demanded, 
or requeſted ; but rather frecly offer'd 
and embrac'd all ſuch viſits, of which 
the Peit-houſes at Fullam had no ſmall 
ſhare : in Sum; he made 1t tvs ſole and 
full butmmets to expoſe himſelf, to all the 
hazord and danger immaginable, ſo that 
he might be as ſerviceable, and as cha- 
ritable as he could, to the true neceſlity 
of thoſe difma] creatures, every moment 
{initten with that Fatal ſtroke. 

And as it is Eminently known, he 
was ſufficiently crouded with throngs 
of people; ſo 'tis well known, he did 
very conliderable ſervice, and much 
good ; and preſerved, I will not lay 
Thouſands, but I muſt ſay many hun- 
dreds from the Grave. And by the 
view of that great Concourſe of people, 
that repair'd to him daily, during the 
times 
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time before his death : There are thoſe 
now ahve, will ſay a greater Number 
than I have ſet down; and "1s like there 
was ſome reaſon for it, becauſe it was 
confidently reported, he got above a 
IOOO . before his death ; ſo it ſeems 
there were flick people enough, and no 
queſtion but receiv'd ſome benefit ; but 
I doubt there wasnot money enough to 
make up that ſumme. 

[ am obliged to (ay that his bufincſs 
was very great, and too much in that 
he {pent and deſtroyed himſelf, by the 
continual care, trouble , and Admini- 
ſtrations he was forc't to go through 
and that the importunate and urgent 
neceſſity of the {ick, induc'd ſv much 
true compailion , and diligent attend- 
ance from him, that the extraordinary 
care he had to fave his Neighbours life, 
was the only loſs of his own, I am too 
ſenlibly acquainted with, but I cannot 
ſay his Gain - was ſo great, becauſe I 
know the contrary, and I as well know 
his charity, and that his reliet was very 
conſiderable to the poor ſick ; the Peſt- 
bouſes,and many ſtreets & places in & a- 
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bout this City were a Teſtimony, I am 
ſure, and io nwuch that for my part, 
fince I (ee 1o ill a Return for his Life 
and Charity; 1 think he better had 
with-held it tor his own Concerns: 
And ſuch kind of grarctul Notices, I 
fear will by degrees, make 1ngen:ous 
and ſerviceable Perf ons more cold in 
their Charity, and leſs Obnoxtous to 
the loſs of their lives, (© that | am put 
toa ſtand, whether $tubbe and ſuch 
that carry part of the Moon in their 
heads, will nocwithſtanding their Vi- 
zards and pretences, do their KING 
and Country more prejudice than Ser- 
vice ; but I lcave that to a better Pen. 
The Plag:te mightily increa{ing, and 
devouring with variety of Methods; 
and my Father ſtil] carrying on his al- 
fitance, and the Relict ro the ſick, re- 
Clving not to leave this City where 
there was. molt neceſlity, although he 
was carncitly prets'd by other plac cs 1N 
the Country ; and in particular by So- 
thamton,as by theMayors letter appears, 
with an allowance of threeſcore or 
fourſcore pounds a Month, bur he re- 
fuſed it. He 
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He was thrice infected with that dole- 
ful (weeping ſtroke , and ſtill recover'd 
himſelf; aud might laſt of all C when in- 
fetted) been as cafily ſaved, (it it had 
pleaſed G OD to have (cen it beſt for 
him) but that be; ng at the heigth of the 
Plague, and thoſe aitairsm; oſt ſo hard up- 
on him, which he vas willing to indul-c, 
that he neglected, an | conſum'd himſelf 
till paſt the help of Art; And IT beheve 
te was the fate _ veral ether Chymical 
Phylitians, that were then mm Town.un- 
der a diligent 2nd yroper publicic pra- 
Qice and aid of the fic k. who by reaſon 
of their great nr! a ar-1 charge they 
had upon them, (C able Phyfitians being 
then ſcarce J aa out of charity, Chri- 
{tian compaſſion, and earneſt Zeal of 
ſuccourimg, and ſaving the lives of 0- 
thers, loſt their own : Not the 1nability 
or inluthciency of their Medicines, as 
unqueſtionably appear'd by the effect 
of their applications to, and preſerva- 
tions of their numerous Patients, they 
weekly recovered, 

His death was after this manner, The 
week before the ſickne(s was at the 
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Higheſt pitch, which was im Areuſt 
1665. My Father paſling over to Chelſe, 
to vilit a Gzentlewoman ſick there, and 
taking m2 with him; as we went neer 
the ncat houſes, he made his (ſervant 
fetch him a Muskmillion, which he had 
a more than ordinary delire for, and the 
Mcilenger returning with one that was 
large , and not altogether {6 good as I 
have ſeen; I ofter'd to diflwade him 
from it, but not prevailing he cat very 
much of it, which I was di{-ſatished to 
ſve, and he was himſclt afterwards ſatis 
fied, was the Ortginal cauſe of his Mortal 
ſeizure 3 And I doubt not but thoſe 
Chynical Phyſtians that abided the Peſt, 
by their publique and free practice a- 
mong(t all Patients, calily ſaw that any 
light ſurfeit, was the in-lct and reteiner, 
of that nimble devouring mortal Gueſt 
the Plague; and ſuch a Plague, that 1 
think could not be fiercer or more de- 
ſtructive. 

He was very well pleaſed after he had 
eaten largely of the Muskmillion, and in 
the Afternoon he returned home, and 
continued well that day, and moſt 
part 
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part of the night; but next morning he 
(-em'd {omwhat diſcompoled, with ſome 
little indiſpolition in his ſtomachs That 
mormng he was engaged to attend pl 
perſon, as I remember, neer Charing- 
Croſs, { for I was not that day with him 
as I uſually was) to whom ſome appli- 
cation (I imagine) was made about a 
Botch, or Carbuncle; the Poylonoug 
matrer thereot, ſo unexpectedly flew 
about tk- Room,the Parient being very 
Corpulent, that I heard ſay, occalion'd 
the moſt horrid ſtench he ever (melt ; 
lo that being faſting, as he came back 
tothe houſe, he tound it very much di- 
ſturb his ſtomach, and add to his for- 
mer diſorder. 

Yet for all this, although minded and 
deſired to take Medicines, to reCify 
and prevent; his buſineſs, ſo preſt him, 
that he was forc't to put off and defer 
the taking any thing ſeveral dayes, as 
I think from Wedneſday to Munday 3 
And delayes in thoſe caſes, and at that 
time, thoſe that underſtand it, well know 
was not very late : But indeed the great 
burden and care of the fick, that was

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then upon him, would nat permit him by 
any leiſure, till at laſt, he was fo far cnc 
ſpent and ſeized, that he was intangled *þ| day 
and taken captive, by the ill eftects and _- 
miſery, of that malignant and Mon- +] 
ſtrous diſeaſe 5 which were Moroſity, _ 
frowardneſs, inaptitude to be per- chc 
ſwaded, remiſneſs, averſnels to all kind his 
of remedics; ſo that he could not be e- ho 
Fer prevail'd with, to take one Medi- ___ 
cine of his own, or any bodies elſe, _ 
only the Munday before his death adi 
C he dying the Wedneſday following {4 V 
in that notable week the Plague 
aroſe to the higheſt, and was innume- = 
rably Fatal ) bv the greateſt intreaties S! 
poſſible, he yielded to have Dr. Bolneſt th 
ſent tor, who when he came admiring P 
to ſec him ſo negligently, and wilully " 
reſolved, urg'd his adviſe and Medi- ſl 
cines; but no per{waſjons taking place, t 
although T muſt confeſs, then, I be- k 
lieve he was paſt the help of all Me- = 
dicines whatloever ; he continued till ®. 
Tucſday night, but ſtirring about his ; 
Chamber : and that night wee forc't ; 
him to take a ſweating medicine, left 
by 
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by that Dr. which courſe he patiently 
endured; next morning be ing Wednel(- 
day, he had an extra: dinary appetite, 
and was very hungrv, ſo that thoſe 
things being given he deſired; he cat 
and drank largely, and afterwards lookt 
cheeriully ; but in a few hours, he ſaw 
his intallible Wetleng-ors, and mim wo 
. hours more, he picatat atly, {cenlibly, and 
moſt wilkngly reigned himſelf into the 
hands of hum who can belt judge of his 
Merit, and 1s molt avlc and Jult to re- 
ward him. 

This terrible ficknets now prevailing 
to the Amazement of all, and ſo outra- 
g10us, that wotu! and Jamcntable were 
the ſhreeks, the cryes, and groans of 
poor creatures, .and tome of their 
needs ſo great , that our houſe being 
ſhut up, we had much adoe to prevent 
the doors and windows from being bro- 
ken open; (and indeed the Concourle 
of people atthat time, our Family being, 
lick hkewiſe, was very offenſive, and 
noxious to the Neighbourhood) ſo 
that a perſon of Honour then in Town, 
was by the importunity of ſeveral con- 
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fiderable Perſons, petition'd for the 0- 
pening of the houſe again, though ſome 


of us ſtill ſick therein, that the urgent |, 


neceſſities of the ſick might have that 
relief they ſo much wanted ; whole an- 
ſwer, asT have heard from ſome of thoſe 
that waited on him was, that although 
he was willing enough , and would 
have given a Thouſand pounds to have 
ſaved my Fathers life, yet the houſe 
being ſick , the diſobligation and dan- 
ger would be fo great to the adjacent 
ſtreets and places, that he deſired they 
would be contented till the Family 
were recovered; yet with what con» 
veniencies I could, I convey'd Medi- 
cines to many of thoſe that wanted. 

The next Friday after the death of 
my Father, I fell il] my (elf of this 
Raging diſeaſe, and by the goodneſs of 
God, and the Medicines of my Father, 
direted by my own order and inſtructi- 
on, I recovered ; Three of our Fami- 
ly more, were likewiſe preſently ſmit- 
ten with the ſame ſtroke, but all of 
them I preſerved with my Fathers Me- 
djcincs,

4, ſorrowful, and dejedted for her late loſs; 


Her grief and fears, at laſt ſubjeed her 
to ſuch irregularities, and occaſions of 
diſeaſes, that ſhe fell ill ; but 1n all the 
time of her ſickneſs, nor after, by what 
I could perceive, (ſhe had no lign , 
Symptome , or diſtin&jon of the Peſt; 
neither could D. Needham ,. her then 
Phyſitian , diſcern it to be that diſeaſe: 
And there is no more doubt with me 
about it, but that ſhe died at ſuch a 
time That all diſeaſes were then inclu- 
ded in on: ; that being the moſt Ma- 
lignant, contagious, and Mortal. 

This trouble IT have given the Rea- 
der and my ſelf, in ſome degree to (a- 
tisfhe Mr. Stubbe that IT am alive, and that 
we did not all dye thereof; and to refti- 
fie the deluſion and Impoſture he puts 
on the World; and ſince he will give 
no better account, and make no true 
Repreſentation of one ſingle perſon, and 
his Medicines, within a few miles of him 
ſoclearly to be diſcern'd ; what Judge- 
ment 1s to be made of his Hiſtory , of 
the body of his inſpiration, and poſi- 
uve 
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tive damnation of thoſe Famous Vnivers 
al Authors, generally Honoured , and 
followed through all parts of Chriſten- 
on that were before his time , and 
remote and very far diſtant from him. 
Tet did he —— dye thereof, ſaith the 
reat Oracle Mr. Stubbe ; and 'tis well 
j his Cauſe he did (0; for if he had 
lived, Mr. Medicys,] mult fay your friend 
Dr. Thompſon mm that particular, when 
he tells you he bcl:cved he would have 
been a thorn im the ſides of your Aﬀoci- 
ates; I have reaſ!9n to know it was ra- 
tionally atm'd, and (0 he would certain- 
ly have ſtuck more faſt to your ſides, 
than ever Mr. $1ble did to his Maſter 
7. and prov'd ſuch a thorn,that all the ge- 
nerons Medicaments of our lowd Cam- 
parell, No nor the brighteſt Lancet he 
was ever maſter of, No, nor yet his* 
Glorious Viper Wine it felt, ſhould ne- 
ver have been able to have eradicated : 
And were it my mind, T could likewiſe 
tell this great talker of Phyſich,, what 
preparation he had made for that pur- 
ſe, but I do not know that I owe 
im ſo much ſervice, neither do I fee 
that 
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that Tam oblig'd to gratifie him with 
that Rarity. 

And now by the expreſs I have given 
of this Chymicall Phyſitian, in anf{wer 
to the Lofty charge, but implicire no- 
thing M. Stwbbe io plauſi ibly inlinuates, 
and victorioutly flatters himſelE, as if he 
had exceeding cauſe to clap his wings, 
and Crow, or cock his Hatt and take 
the Chair; it may by every common 
capacity be judg'd , wherem he was 
ſo very criminal in his words, Medt- 
cines and promiſe in the Peſt; and what 
an unpardonable act of offence he com- 
mitted againſt Mr. $tbbe, m mention- 
mg his thoughts, and the afjurance he 
had reaſon to beheve of theſe Medi- 
cines, hehad acquired for this fatal de- 
ſtroying diſeaſe ; *or rather Divine 
Judgment, and imediate hand of God, 
which I think is a better definition, than 
any Philoſopher will, it may be allow. 

And what would the phyſi wan aft 
Warwick have ſaid leſs, if he had been 
fure of ſuch Medicines, and in proba- 
bility of ſuch an occalion for Expert- 
nes And what would he have done 
more 
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more, if he and his Generons Medica- 
ments had not fled ; and left the poor 
City to ſhift, and then come after like 
a boaſting Coward, and cry, if I had 
been there, or rather durſt have been 
there —. *tis like you had been dead 
roOO., 

He woula have done ſtrange won- 
ders no doubt, thinking it eatie with 
the Frenchman 1t may be, Faire eſcran 
contre le vent ſur les Alpes. For he tells 
us, as I remember in one of his Books, 
diſgourling of the plagye, which I veri- 
Iy believe 1s a Diſeaſe he knows no- 
thing of, That ke made a Trial of ſome 
of his Medicines at Ful/am, m the be- 
ginning of this Plague, and he found 
pretty good effect thereby. Yes (o 
good, as generouſly to run away, and 
leave his Patients when the Difeaſe 
came to a true 'Pe7; for I doubt not 
but this famous trial, and great adven- 
ture he made at that time, he calls the 
beginning of the Plague was long enough 
before it, when perhaps 'twas little more 
then the Scuroy, and ſcarce amounted 
to the degree of an ordinary Feaver.

Thoſe Men: though never ſo well ſto- 
red with the moſt infallible perfegtion 
of Art, may at laſt, by a long and con- 
tinued courſe of Adminiſtration,be wea- 
ried, ſpend their ſtrength, and exhauſt 
their Spirits; Nature in ſuch caſe will 
fail, tis not immutable z and a Phyſician 
may thus have good Medicines,and ſave 
bis Patients, but I think not conſequent- 
ly himſelf ; whoſe buſineſs it is, pub- 
| F 2 liakly 
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lhekly and conſtantly to expoſe himſelf 
to all kinds of buſineſs, as he did, with- 
out a Man will make it his only endea- 
vour to keep himſelf alive, and help no 
Body elſe, ( and then what makes ſuch 
a Phyſician 1n a place of danger, where 
he dare not do any good.) Theſe ne- 
ceſlitics being the prevailing neglect of 
his Lite, and then total extinction, not 
deficiency or incapacity of the Medi- 
cines he commended therein. 

So that 'tis impoſlible for any Man to 
enſure bis own Life in ſuch particular 
Profeſſions, and in ſuch eminent Conta- 
gions, and fatal Diſcaſes, though he may 
his Patients very often. So many are 
the Arrows to be avoided, (ſo many the 
Accidents to be prevented : And if 
Mr. Stubbe will ſay b will abide in, and 
outlive a Plague, he muſt then be able 
tolay, he is not ſubjett to a Plagre, or 
elſe 1 doubt, he is as liable to that un- 
avoidable deſtruction as. other Men. 
But the Miſt caſt by this malicious diſ- 
guiſer, is of courſe diſperſed, and TI am 
ſatisfted. This therefore only remams, 
for a conclufion of this firſt part Ow

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Vindication, which is, It is an experi- 
Mental truth, and well known,that thoſe 
that cannot do good themſelves, hate 
that any body elle ſhould.

I deny that Conſequence in 


point of Religion, that becauſe a Society takes 
the beneht of any Mans parts towards the im- 
proving an Art, or promoting /aiy-curious 
Invention, they mult preferttly -be Cbnverts to 
their Religion, ' and efieem that : No, no Mr. 
Stubbe, the Political preſervation of the Pro-

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ſign 3 but 'tis the oppoſition and deſtruction 
ot all other Ingenuity, Knowledge, and pro- 
motion but what your own ſecular intcreſt, 
and the private intereſt of your party obligcs 


you too, And fromthe diſ-uſe of all harſh but 
#00 true Cenſures, come at length to lay aſide all 
rancour and bitterncſs of thoughts: What kind 
of Chriſtian is cur Campanell? would he have 
the Proteſtants turn PapiKks in earneſt, and 
aſſure it by a bloody retaliation! I ſay how 
great benefit Popery may draw hence, I cannot 
well comprehend : Nor | neither, Tet I gueſſ in 

art from what the Hiſtorian ſets down, out of 
which his Colle&ion is to this purpoſe, that 
a communication, and converſation with a Pa- 
pitt, is the way to be infected and to eſpoule 
not an Art, but the Religion of the Artiſt ; 
But at this time our Medicus, I preſume, de- 
ſires to be thought a Polititian, and not a Phi- 
ſitianz. And it the caſe be fo dangerous that 
the fight of 2 Papilt, or any of a contrary Re- 
ligion will infe&ta-Man, and hazard his Faith 
by being in his company , without it may be 
knowing whether he be a Turk or a Jew, a Re- 
bel or a Royaliſt, a Proteſtant or a Papili, 
which is not impoſſible; for Mr. Stubbe may 


imagine, that Religion is not the only Enquiry 


of every Artitt in this age: How ſecure are Mr. 
Stubbs his Socicties, whoſe Pretefior he would 
ambitionſly be thought z what would quick- 


ly become of the Kingdome ? Merchants 
would

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would ſoone grow poor, Sea-Men beg, and the 
Nation ftarve,no Ship muſt go to France,Spain, 
to the Indies, orany Forreign parts3 But the 
whole Trade of the Kingdom muſt be pro- 
hibited, all Commerce whatſoever overthro wn 
and deltroyed ; or elſe we muſt be all Maho- 
metans, Turks, Infidels, Jews, Papiſts , and 
Rebells, or what not. 


But it is like Mr, Stubbs his Royal adver- 
farics, are able to defend thernſelves without 
my help, and nodeubt have ( although I have 
not yet had time to ſee any of their writings ) 
or calily may, ſoon take off theſe Political ob- 


| Jections: So that I only mention this, to ſhew 


what Introdudion this Politician hath con- 
trived ; what method he uſeth, and what 
ſound his Bell makes to Alarum his vulgats, 
and call them to his Aid in carrying on his true 
defign , for the preſervation of himſelf, and 
his adherents , though the coucluſion be to the 
prejudice and deſtruction of his common con- 
gregation. This is one of his wiles to get 
tooting, and ſome colour for the defence and 
preſervation of his interefſed Proje&, begin- 
ing with thoſe that are moſt likely to be cn- 
ſnar'd, and fo proceeds: I recommend this 
obſervation to the intelligible, and end this 
Plot with the opinion of Plutarch, a better 
States-man than Mr. Stubbe.

THe Campanel! baits his next hook with 
the ſuggeſtion that Learning is beſieged, 
and that the Foundation thereof will be in- 
jurcd 3 The Pillars of Divinity debilitated in 
cheirEducation & Diſcipline 3 Phyſicians not fo 
litterally quallif*d, and the Bookſellers Trade 
conſequently not ſo good 3 and by this Train, 
he ſeems to be Cock-ſure of blowing up all 
Men that oppoſe his Intereſt, and will not 
let him ſay and do what he pleaſeth, and ſo en- 
deavours hereby to oblige the reſt of the King- 
dome to his afliftance, and begs their encou- 
ragernent for his cauſe, and calls to thera to be- 


hold what a diſcovery he hath made, and which 
ſometiry? 
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ſometime or never would have come to pals if 
he had not found it out 3 and fo Proclaims he can 
make no other Eſtimate of England, but that even 
the poor remains of Religion and Learning antong(t 
us were ſo emm;nently endangered, that be could 
not expect their long continuance, nor with p4- 
tience think, how to ſurvive them, Alas good 
Gentlemen ! what a perplexity he is fallen in- 
fo, 

Therefore if this be the Caſe, what Man of 
L.-2rning, and one that values it at fo great a 
Kate as he pretends, would not make a good 
nf 0 it, when it is in itsſplendour, and ſo pre- 
forve 15 future Glory, by manifeſting its true 
E-xcci\cncy, and neccfſary Uſe, by the Fruits 
a: i Products thereof. X 
This grcat care of Learning inGeneral,ſo mugh 
afſured by our Campenell, to be the great and 
Ultimate 2:m of his publick Quarrels ; Wants 
no inducement in it felt, to invitea general 
concurrence of Opinion, that ſome advantage 
and benefit is thereby intended : But for my 
part I amnot yet'convinc'r, that our Meictr,, 
notwithſtanding all theſe ſhews, is any othet 
than another Demetrius, and although his cry 
may ſeern to be otherwike, yet in reality the true 
cauſe is the ſame, : 

The name of Learning in all Ages, hath 


| contracted a venerable Eſteem 3 and therefore 


the continuance, Preſervation, and Promotion 


| thereof, . till retains a commendation , and 
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encouragement, in. ſuch a Patron as is found 
adequate, to that neceſſary end, and unbyas'd 
proſecution. 

And ſo this ſubtle, and plauſible pretence 
of Mr. $t»ubbe, he well hop'd was a moſt ta- 
king Method to engage a conſiderable Appro- 
bation, but I think if a due conſideration be 
made, this will appear but a deluſion, and' that 
his z2tkling is not to be nouriſht, but rather 
his deceptive vail to be drawn off, and his 
mask'd cunning diſcovexed;z which I believe, 
notwithſtanding all his Glorious per{wa- 
ſions will appear, to be little Jeſs than to 
ſupport ſloth, and idlene(s, and till keep the 
World in ignorance and I queſtion whether 
in concluſion he will not rather by his ſtir- 
ring and ſcribling, bring an accuſation againſt 
Learning and the intereſt of his Party, than by 
his defence give a preſervation to it. 

As tothe Noble and Honourable ſoundati- 
on, Ornament, and deſign of Learning it ſelf, 
I know nq man bears it any prejudice, but 
Mx. Srubbs himſclt; all admire, and defire real- 
ly, and in carnelt to cheriſh, and fubſtantially 
to improve it; and that is more ingenuity and 
candour than its own Champion and Protedor 
thereof bears: So that in this truth he that 
kindled the fire muſt put jt out; and if he 
will contend ( notwithfianding his prevallent 
Oratory) it muſt be with the Air; for I bc- 
lieve in this he hath bitherto met with no ad- 
yerlary, But

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But the Learning of a Phyſitian, being that 
he ſo zealouſly renders/himſelf concern'd for, 
I ſhall addreſs myſelf rochat particular which 
ſerves my purpoſe, as well as his Fallacy; And 
therefore I muſt take liberty to charge him 
with Two things I amdiſſatis'yed in 3 and thoſe 
are the motives of my ſtedtaſt perſwaſion, 
that Mr, Stxbbe is not fo juſtly b:nt in his 
writings to ſecure the neactlity'of Learning, 
as he fancies the world believes of him. 

Becauſe firſi,if Learning were that he chiefly 
aims at to Promote;why doth he then put ſuch 
flanders and contempt on thoſe Learned Phy- 
ficians , that have been eminently adorned , 
with that qualification he ſo much commends ? 

Next, it he be ſo great a lover of Litera- 
tare, and it beſo abſolutely requſite, what is 
the reaſon his very own Authors in Phyſick, , he 
is ſo much devoted too, have not anſwered 
that end to this day? And why doth not he 
that owns himſelt the only Protector of Learn- 
ing, and ſole Dicator in Phyfick, make out, 
and plainly demonſtrate unto the World, that 
Learning is of that uſe in Phytick he avows ? 
eſpecially when it is a matter of that weight, 
and fatal conſequence, that his Cauſe folcly de- 
pends upon it, and is the period thereof, it 
not thereby determin'd. 

Paracelſus 1 believe bears as great a Name, 
and js as Famous all over the World as Mr. 


Stubbe ;, and I have heard reputed as good a 
G 4 Schollar 
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Scollar , yet in our Campanels eſtcem , he 
more Ruftical than any Plow-boy, more con- 
eemptibje than ever Jack Adams was in tine, 
his beſt Title is but a Rhodomontader. 

Helmont, who by all Men that ever I heard 
diſcourſe ot him, reported him to be as great a 
Philoſopher, as able a Phyſitian, and as pro- 
found a Shollar, as any in Print; receives no 
other Epitaph from Mr. S:«bbe, then that he 
was the moſt inſolent, but worſt of Phyſicians, 
But for all that, it ſcems this deſpiſcd ignorant 
Phyſician hath made ſhift to convert theWorld 
(o that at laſt, all are like to come under his 
Diſcipline. 

More famous Men of Learning 1 could men- 
tion, under the contempt of Mr, Stubbe, but 
theſe (for brevitics ſake) are obvious and 
enough. 

Bur it may be Mr. Stwbbe will be ingenious, 
and confeſs what made him accuſe theſe Men 3 
that it was his malice. and not their defect of 
Learning: Well, it that were the reaſon, we 
wilt proceed to his own Fathers, and thoſe hc 
extolls for this neceſſary accompliſhment, 

Ga en, under whoſe Banner this Campanell 
hghts, hath been accounted a Prince of Learn- 
ing yet'tis faid,. by fome Men that write of 
him, he underſtood not ſo much as Roſe-water, 
he could not Cure the Goxt, the Stone, the 
beſt Medicine he had for an Age, Small-Pox, 
a Feaver, was but his Lencett > many Petty Di- 
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ſeaſes he call'd incurable; His Diſciples ever 
ſince, and moſt of them that call themſelves 
Schollars, ſuch as our Verbalift, can talk well 
and Learncdly of any Diſcaſe; and if words 
would heal, they were really the only Phyfici. 
ans in the World z but when the pertormance 
is demanded, and their real abilities trycd, 1 
nced not fay how many conſiderable Diſcaſes 
are Cured, and languiſhing Sick rettorcd. 

So that the advantage and benctit of Learn- 
ing by this means remains ſtill queſtionable, 
and the true purpoſe and faith of Mr. Stzbbe 
diſputable. By this means Learning appears 
to the World to be but a preparatory way and 
method in order to the hnding out the Art of 
Phyfick, not the Conſummation and Comple- 
ment of the knowledge of Medicine : So that 
Litterature in its {clf is declared dehcient in 
Medicine, and not able to anſwer the necethty 
of the Sick, or the final perfection of the Phy- 
fical Scholar : And theretore 1 conceive this 
Age doth not endeavour to derogate from it; 
but toadd to it; and to furniſh and compleat- 
it with what undeniable conveniencies and full 
knowledge it now wants. 

And hitherto Mr. Stubbes's enterpriſe fa- 
vours more of intereſt and poulicy then other. 
wiſe; neither is he ſogood as his promiſe, in 
defending his Societies as perfe&t in Phylick , 
and all others ignorant and incapable of ta- 
king care of the Sick, or curing a Dilcaſe,. bee 
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cauſe he hathnot yet given this proof to the 
World which is expeed ; fo that for the pre- 
ſent he hath rather brought an accuſation 
againſt Litterature, then maintain'd a vindi- 
cation of it. But perhaps this he will do here- 
after, or elſc farewell Champion at Warwick ; 
for he hath conjur'd up ſuch a Ghoſt that will 
not calily diſappear.

properly due to him 3 nor thall I deny him any 
acknow- 
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acknowledgement he can juſtly claini, There. 
fore I believe he may be enough of that name 
which is called a Schollar 3 but that will not 
ſerve his turn in thoſe publick attempts he hath 
made in Phyſick, without he can julſtifie his 
proceedings by demonltrative Actions, as wcll 
as words. Hethat will appear a Championin 
any cauſe, muſt be generally Arm'd, and provi- 
ded ſo, that he may be able to defend any tiroke, 
and avoid any wound his Encmy can give him 3 
and ih a Battle the incquality of Swords, the 
goodneſs of Guns, or how a Soldier comes to 
be well mounted, is not then to be diſputcd 
But their cauſe to be maintain'd, their Adver- 
faries oppos'd, their valour evidenc'd , and 
and themſelves defended : otherwiſe that fide 
that proves victorious, will have ſome reaſon 
to be gratihed with the thoughts, at lealt, of 
being the beſt Soldicrs.

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Thave often enough (aid, that Learning is an 
uſetu] Ornament, but not the pertc&ion of 
knowledge in Phylick and therefore that ne- 
ceſſary Introduction is more abuſed then uſed 
by the Phyſician, as I fear too ſenſibly appears 
in theſe times. 

For a Man to come and talk of Phylick, to 
call himſelf a Teacher of it, and ſtand up to

more improved ; Phyſicians that defire to be 
Honoured with the name of Learning, are no 
more able in their Science, then their Maſters

And that Chymiſtry ſo much Clouded and 
Murdered, in (o few years ſhould flouriſh, 
grow {o famous, and ſouniverſally prevail, gc- 
necally efteem'd, and produce fo much beneht. 

Learxing 1s abuſed, or elſc, I am fure it is 
of little or no value in Medicine,or to be ſought 
after by the Phyſical Student > and by this 
means the Ptoverb will be truly verihed,Il vart 
mienx tomber entre les mains d'un Medecin hen- 
reux, que d'un Megecin Scavant.

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And if this be all the bencht char Mr. Stzbbe 
can brag of in reading an Author, notwith- 
ſtanding his reaping the profit, that of a Thou- 
ſand years skill, and in viewing and learning, 
as many Authors of Mcdicine, he cannot yet 
cure a conliderable Diſeaſe 3 I ſec ro realon he 
hath to plume himſelf with the Glory of his 
Teachers, or to magnifie himſelt with the af- 
ſurance, that *tis beſt to continue in the 
Footſteps, and walk in the Path of thele Anci- 
ents; becauſe the Travellers are many, and 
{o the Path conſequently well troddcn) for it 
ſeems they never came to their Journeys end. 
But 'tis no matter for that, Mr. Stzbbe is ure, 
and in the right, he cannot crre, becauſe he 
follows what the Ita/iz# Proverb commends, 
and loves to go that way which the Mules go; and 
what way is that ? cven the ſame that our Ex. 
gliſh Proverb diſcommends, and that is, That 
way which Aſſes go. Mr. Megicw,it this be your 
excellent way, 1 will promiſe you, it I can 
avoid it Fer® iray pas fitr vos briſces. 

And it words bc the only attainment ofour 
Campanells Studies, 1 cannot apprehend bim 
to be capable of being, a Medicinal Fudge, or 
{o omniſcient as to condemn Helmont, and all 
Chymical Phyſicians, Fools; though Verbaliſts 
E know are ſuitable enough furniſht to invent 
abuſes of what ingenuity and abilities other 
Men have; as it particularly is reported by 
Travellers, it happened in the Story of Hel- 
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moxt, That Mr. Stubbe rejoyces in reciting the 
account, Dr, Kraft his Brother in tolly con-

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of: ) but with what contidence this Man 0! 


words, can utter ſuch an aftrimation, let the 
Virtwoſi and Dr. Thompſon declare. ) And therc- 
forc Piſh, throw thole Medicines away, they 
are to be. deſpiſed, of no valnez and it I had 
them, I would not uſe then ; or like, the 
tir'd Huztſman upon a Cold fceue, and atter a 
loſt Hare, cries out, Hang ber, lt it 
but dry Meat. 

Nor do I conceive he abominates Paracel/as. 
Helmont, or any of the Alchymiſts, fo much 
for diſability of Parts, want of Learning, 
great Knowledge, &c, but becauſe they di- 
rected the World, and taught them that there 
was a bctter, a ſpeedier, and more cfleCtual 
way to Cure Difcaſcsz then the Muzopo!y of 
intereſſed Phyſicians pracic'd,and it may be un- 
derſtood : their Medicines heal'd Diſcaſesz and 
{o Galen and his followers were like to be for- 
{faken, the caſie pratling accompliſhment, and 
the profit of a few Profeſſors like to be preju- 
dice]: O Nemetrins, Pcmetrins, Great is thy 
Goddeſs Diana ! 'Tis no matter for Millions 
of poos AMictcd and Diſcaſed Creatures fo 
a handful of Men, and their Profellion be 
maintain'd and coutinu'd ; their inability and 
pride who darcs quettion ? 

But Mr. Stubbe, to capacitate himſelt, that 
he may be thought proper to fit at the Sterp 
and Steer the whole Helme of Phytick, gives

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The Small Pox is a Diſeaſe Mr. Stubbe ap- 
plauds Phlebotomy in, and avows it commonly 
prudent, and many times poſitively neceſſary to 
be uſed, as in the begining of that Diſeaſe, and 
aſter their Eruption : This averment 1 confeſs 
heretofore might have been of ſome colour, 
when Phylicians, and the World were in igno- 
rancez but now it will by no means be allow- 
&d to paſs Oraculous; nay, though he hath 
ſaid it, for not only Nurſes, but the very 
Common People, the Patients by wotul cxpc- 
rience, condemn and reje& it. But Mr. Stubbe 
goes on to declare himſelf Jargely in it, to be 
a proper Remedy, and to be conhdently ad- 
miniltred in ſeveral degrees and times of that 
Diſeaſe , and recites many Authors to help 
him out, that they were in the days of Old of 
that Practice and Opinion, and (o ſill to be 
followed; And by way of a miraculous addi- 
tion to his knowledge, he cries out, that he is 
able now to inform the World what he knew 
not before z And that is,That Phlebotomy in the 
Small Pox, even after they are come out, is the 
Old Engliſh Prattice, witneſs, Fohannes An- 
glicus, and Gilbertns Anglicns, almoſt three hux- 
dred years ago : What Faſhion was three hun- 
dred years ago, matters not now ; The Englih 
have more Wit now They might looſe their 
Lives then, beeauſe their Phyſicians knew not 
how to Cure them 3; But this Age knows bct- 
tcr things 3 we can ſave our Lives, and Curc 
H 4 a 
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a Diſeaſe,” and that without Phlebotomy z, {o 
we are like to leave that deſperate taſhionz for 
we have better in vogue; what Englith John 
avd Gilbert did Hundreds of years ago, or any 
other Authors in thoſe caſes, was becauſe they 
knew no better; And what Henry did at Fa- 
maica, or doth now at Warwick, is no matter, 
ſince 1 perceive he underftands no more, then 
they did 3* what excellent uſe and bencht the 
Lancett is of in the Small Pox, we have had 
ſufficient teſtimonies thereof in this Age, and 
that by lamentablc conſequences 3 being, an 
Obſervation common to all ſorts ot People, 

And Mr, St»bbe had beſt enquire, what effec 
Phlebotomy had on a Perſon of Great Fortune 
and Quality that fell ſick of the Small Pox this 
laſt Summer in the Pell Mell, not many days be- 
tore his intended Nuptials3 for although 'tis 
reported he was blooded in his Sicknels, Tet 
aid be dye thereof. 

If the: Lancett be ſo effectual to the pre- 
ſervation of the Sick in this common and fre- 
quent Diſeaſe, as he 'would have it, how 
comes the Bills to be fo full of Dead Children, 
ec. as ſometimes a hundred or more in a week. 

So that 'tis not whac Mr. Stubbes or his 
Authors have (aid or done, but what they 
ought to have (aid or donez and we are ob- 
lig d by the necelfities of the Sick to do, 

But toavoid Mr. Strbbes's multiplicity and 


ſhowers of words, which axe to no purpoſe,

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cauſe Phlebotomy is by the beſt Chymical Phy. 
ficians denied in this Diſeaſe, And therctore 
it ſtill remains a queſtion to this day 3 and

But to proſecute my Verbaliſt, I do totally 
deny and reje&t Phlebotomy in the Small Pox, 
and that it.is of no uſe or value with the 
Medicinalift, And 1 willtell Mr, Medicus (tran. 
ger wonders yct 3 Thoſe that have Skill, and 
goed Medicines, will not only ſ:curc,and with 
Gods Blethng, as far as poſſible for Art, pre- 
{erve the Life of the Paticnt in the Small Pox, 
without taking away one drop of Blood, but 
. prevent all the many dangerous accidents, the 
Patient undergoes for want of Alliſtance 3 
when the Phytlician many tires Gapes, and 
looks on to ſee what nature will do it (clf, 
and cannot, or will not, give that help Na- 
ture demands, and the prefling occaſions re- 
quire 3 and more, Skill and Good Medicines 
will manage the Patient in this Sickneſs fo, 
that he may avoid moſt commonly ever being 
confin'd to his Bed, and thoſe tedious decum- 
bitures, they are of courle otherwiſe obnoxt- 
ous too as likewiſe. the nice danger of ta- 
king Cold theſe Sick are ſubje& too, and fo 
proves often a mortal prejudice, will by this 
means be preyentcd; And what is more rare 

yet, 
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yet, Skill and good Medicines will preſerve and 
free the greateft Beauty, the fineſt Face, and 
moſt curious Skin from any mark, dishgure, 
or pit of this Beanty deſiroyins Diſeaſe. 

But methinks I hcar critical Mr. St#bbe (ay, 
why then, fure you will have all the Ladies 
in Town your Patients: I doubt not, but I 
fhall have ſome in theſe Caſes, and many 
others, fince Mr. Medicus hath forc'd me to 
tell the World, in anſwer to him, what Re. 
medies I can afford them, and what good I 
cando them, not by him to be pretended too, 
much leſs perform d, notwithſtanding all his 
Oratory and Trincketts : And all this great 
buſinefs is done by a few poor Chymical Mc- 
dicixes, ſuch as he calls Purgatives, Diapho. 
reticks and Cordials, though of greater virtue. 

Theſe things I have ſaid now for the good 
of the Sick, and againſt Mr, Medicus and Phle- 
botomy 3 and how will Mr, S1#bbe diſprove 
me, and why am not I tobe beliey'd as well 
as Mr. St*bbe, fince I do not know that I am 
guilty of Falſhood 3 I have had Twelve years 
Experience, and in that time, (I muſt deſire 
Mr. Medicus not to be offended ) I have met 
with thoſe Caſes the Phyſician at Warwick, 1 
am conhdent in all his PraQice never ſaw; 
And for Medicines, T am ſureI have Ten times 
better, and more Generous then ever he had, 
hath, or cver will have. 


But 
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But the Campanell and I hitherto ſpeak only 
good words, therefore that we may proceed 
to more ſatisfaction, I do fay, what I have 
ſaid I can do, and am ready to do, and will 
juſtice and maintain by experimental Actions, 
which Mr. Stzbhe hath only yct avowed 3 and 
only lays, He hath wrote nothing in reference to 
the Plagne, Small Pox, &c. but what he is per- 
ſwaded to be true : But what aſſurance will 
this give to the Learned Chymiſts, or dying 
Parients; I am perſwaded Henry Stubbe 15 no 
Phyſician, but I dare not fay it, becauſe it 
may be I am not ſure of it 3 but 1 will now 
have more reaſon to be aſſured of it. 

For I do hereby take liberty to tell Mr. 
Henry Stubbe a Phyſician at Warwick, That 1 
will Cure the Diſcaſe of the Small Pox with 
him without Phlebotomy, or taking one drop 
of Blood from the Patient: And 1 will Cure 
the Patient with that ſafety and advantage, 
T have before ſet down; and more, that my 
Antagoniſt may have no objection, I will not 
ſay Ten; but I wi!] Cure two for one with 
him in this Diſcaſe 3 that is, I will Cure two 
Patients of the Small Pox by my Mcthod and 
Medicines, without Phlebotomy, tor his one 
that he ſha]] Cure by Phlebotomy and his Me- 
thod and if he dcfires it, I will give him 
greater odds yet, rather then decline the Trial. 

In the mean time I will give him one emi- 


nent example amongſt many, and that is, 


That 
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That not long ſince, in one Gentlemans Fa- 
mily, cight perſons fell i]| of the Small Pox 
and by Medicines only I recovered them all, 
and freed them likewiſe every one from Marks 
and Dishgures. 

I have the longer inſiſted on this Diſcaſe, 
becauſe it is of great concern 3 The Lives of 
the Kingdom and Poſterity is in queftion 
thereby 3 for moſt at ſome time or other have 
it, and there are very i-w that «ſcape it : and 
'tisa Diſcaſe Mr, Stubhe glorifies his Lancett 
in, and brings all his ſtrength to ſupport and 
maintain, if words will prevail ; beſides, ſince 
it is a Diſeaſe on which the truth and efficacy 
of his Aſeverations rcfts; The proof on which 
his Phlebotomical Medicament, and the Ju- 
ſtice of his Caule depends 3 if he pleaſeth, by 
this proffer I have made, we will decide the 
matrer, 

But the reſt he names being of leſs Conſe- 
quence, and ſtanding on the ſame Narrative 
and avow, I ſhall but mention, and give him 
the ſame offer. 

The Plexrifie is. «x Diſeaſe he extolls Phle- 
botomy in 3 but there he thuffles ſo pittifully, 
and is ſo cngag'd, bcing hunted by his adver- 
ſary, that he knows not how to get out; and 
then runs away to his Authors, to tell what 
they did a Thouland years ago 3 but dares not 
come to make out what heavers by Fat; and 
I perccive hath learnt no more of this Diſcafc, 

nor 
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nor made a further progreſs therein, then to 
know which Arm to Bleed. Laſtly, he will 
neither believe his Adverſaries athrmations, 
nor come to the proot of the contrary ; and

Lancett, I mult ſay he is not a I'hylig- 
anz more fit to direct Farriers then Phyſi- 
cal Students 3 Ilaugh to think fuch a Man 
ſhould have the Confidence to proffer Judge- 
ment and Regulation to Chymical Phyſicians 
and the Sick Unwerſe. And in tull anſwer to 
him, as to this Diſcaſe, 1 do hereby proffer 
him to Cure the Plexriſie, and give Five Pa- 
tients in Tex odds, without 'any uſe of re 
Lancett 3 and he ſhall have liberty to manage 
his Phlebotomical Art. 

The Scxrvey he mentions in the number of

Thele are the principal Diſcaſcs he avows 
Blood-ſctting in, but hitherto hath not pro- 
ved it.truc 3 He approves of it alſo in moſt 
Diſcaſes : Butin Feavers and acute Dilcaſcs, 1 
mult not omit to ſtartle him a lictle more, He 
in one place ot his Books ( for *twere a tedi- 
ous work to mark all that I comprehend ) is 
very witty, and tancics he over-runs the Royal 
Society, by quibling on their Commanding Me- 
dicaments, ( which over-rule Nature ) and the 
ſelowers of V. Helmont, who teach, that *tis 
an imbecility of a Phyſician to attend or permit 
asy—— Or a corcocion of a Diſeaſe, we are wil- 
ling to be tryed by that Rule, Done; I deny 
that any Medicinaliſt will wait to: the Con- 
coction of a Diſcaſc, by natures own attempt 
and ability, but prevent that hazard by Art. 
Theretore 1 deny Phlebotomy herein like- 
wiſe, or that there is any ſuch thing to be at- 


tendcd for by a good Phyſician, he calls by the 
hard 
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hard name of a Criſis, or Concoftion of the 


Sickneſs and Diſcaſed matter ; And thereto [ 
call him to Experiment, 

The inflamed troubled motions, and diſtur- 
bed Circulation of the Blood, in acute or ſharp 
Diſcaſes, as in a violent Feaver, is to be aba- 
tcd and allaycd without the Lancett, in leſs 
then the ſpace of Four and Twenty hours, 
and then the Patient need not fear a Flame of 
danger, though Mr. Medzc#s nor his Lancece 
be not at hand, 

He faith Phlebotomy is not a dired Metbod in 
all Diſeaſes, no, I believe not, but an indirctt ; 
and the cfect thereby produced accidenta),and 
at be(t but in part , and what then, ſince there 
is no necd at all of it, and good Medicines 
will do it without any hazard, danger, or (© 
much trouble, long Torments and Charge, 
as his Phlcbotomical courle adminiſters 

But in Apoplexies, Squinancees, and ſome- 
times in Feavers, he is uſed ſolely or princi- 
pally to relye upon Phlebotomy. It he be 
ſo, T doubt his Patients have no great rcafon 
to adore him: but even in theſe Diſcaſcs, I 
deny his direct and principal Mcthod, And I 
afhrm there is no ſuch thing as Phlebotomiy, 
without {ome extraordinary accident inter- 
vene, which rarely or never happens. 

Theretpre I ſee no reafon why the Medicus 
ſhould Glory ſo much in the Art of Phleboto- 
my, fince I have read 2 Sea-Herſe was ths firlt 
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Maſter; and it is of fſolittle uſe: And ſince 
I muſt tcll him by the way, That ( in this Age) 
it the greateſt Phylical Schollar now in Emrope 
were to get him a nameof cſteem by being ſtil'd 
a Phlebotomiſt, he would be much fruſtrated, 
Nay, it an Angel ſhould appear with that 
Doctrine at this day,he would not be received 
tor the Eyes of the World are now open, the 
Sun Shincs, and Experientia docet. 
3ut becauſe he ſpeaks fo very pallionately, 
and as poſitively, though not ſo diſcreetly of 
an Apoplexy, I muſt mention a paſſage of his 
11 one of his Books,concerning the Cure there- 
ot; and give him one eminent Inſtance to the 
contrary, amongſt many I could name: His 
words arc to this purpoſe; for any Man to 
think that ſuch a Diſtemper as an Apoplexy can 
be Cured without Phlebotomy is dire Madneſs.
